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“Anvamveuss =—~ wery important intelligence has 
reached us from the actual seat of war, the news 
conveyed by the different telegrams is sufficiently 
startling. So far from meditating peace, the French 
mperet is increasing enormously his warlike prepa- 
tatioms. In addition to the levy of 45,000 men, an- 
meunced for immediate organization, and the equip- 
ment of the army of the Fhine, the Emperor has or- 
dered two millions of projectiles to be at once manu- 
factured at Lyons, 1,300,000 of which we are signifi- 

eantly told are for the navy. Extraordinary activity 

prevails at Brest, Toulon, and Cherbourg, and one is 
at a loss to know against whom these naval armaments 
are directed. The French squadron in the Adriatic 
is already overwhelming, if intended to act merely 
against Austria. We learn that five English liners 
were intercepted on their way to Athens, by a tele- 
graphic order to return. These ships have joined 
the English squadron off Ancona. Can it be possible 
that Louis Napoleon intends to bombard Trieste, 
and is the British squadron to undertake the defence 
of that German city with which we have such impor- 
tant connexions? Perhaps, the gigantic preparations 
of Prussia have caused these additional armaments 
on the part of France. If 460,500'men of the Ger- 
manic confederation are moved towards the Rhine, 
Louis Napoleon will hardly consult German interests 
in the matter of Trieste. The brilliant speech of 
the aged Lord Lyndhurst is a sufficient exposition 
of the universal feeling entertained in England, and 
felt most strongly by those who have not courage to 
declare it. The speeches of the Ministers and the 
addition of two millions to our Naval estimates indi- 
cate that serious apprehensions are actually enter- . 
tained in official quarters. We would not be at all 
surprised to learn some morning that a collision be- 
tween the French and English fleets had taken place 
in the Adriatic. If our fleet is not intended to act 
against the French, why is it in that sea ? To parade 
our ships in presence of the French, unless with some 
ulterior design, is neither conciliatory nor politic.

mainly of fish. Perhaps the compulsory use of it 
at that season tends to increase their dislike 6f it at 
| others. However that be, the great mass of 
the peasantry, as a general rule, prefer any food to 
fish in its natural state. The consequence is then, 
that it is only at harbours where there is a railroad 
or steam conveyance, fish is valuable. In other 
quarters, the vendor is at the mercy of the buyer. 
He must sell for any sum he is offered, or the finest 
fish will perish in his hands. 
But the Irish do like fish when salted or cured. 
They say it has more strength and body then. A 
salt herring, for instance, is a relish to the dish of 
fresh, dry potatoes. Why then, is not the herring 
fishery pursued by the Irish on the coasts? Simply, 
for the want of the commonest foresight. We have 
boats and nets, such as they are, but we have few 
curing or salting stations. The report of the Fishery 
Commissioners, which we printed yesterday, attri- 
| butes the languid state of the sea fisheries of Ireland 
in a great measure, to the want of curing establish- 
ments. In districts where there is no railroad there 
is no chance 9f success for a fishery without a salting- 
house, and for want of that, the riches of the 
sea are useless. Now, whether would 
Sir William Somerville do more service to his 
country by agitating for the promotion of some one 
mediocre barrister to the Irish Chancellorship, or by 
advocating the establishment of salting stations in 
every part of the coast where fish is abundant ? 
In two branches only of our fisheries has there 
been a step in advance. The ingenious French took 
advantage of the formation of Cherbourg harbour, 
and endeavoured to create oyster beds by sowing the 
spawn from other places. ‘The experiment has proved 
amply remunerative, and is now followed up in many 
places. It is pleasant to add that the Fishery Com- 
missioners have exercised their powers and granted 
licenses to private parties to form artificial layings 
or beds. All these have prospered, and the Com- 
missioners auticipate that their success will stimulate 


others to embark in similar operations, since the 
supply of this desciiption of food fallo fai shurt of 


the demand. 
The Commissioners report also that the salmon 
fisheries of Ireland “are steadily improving.” Ire- 
land in very ancient times was famous for the abun- 
dance and excellence of its salmon. Archbishop 
Laud, proud as he was, was not ashamed to beg of 
Lord Strafford for “some more of that dried salmon 
which he sent last year, the like of which was never 
tasted.” Harlier even than he, Stanihurst could write 
that the fishers of Lough Neagh, and of “the noble 
northern river, the Banne, complain more often for 
the bursting of their nets with the over-great take of 
fish, than for any want.” The Duke of Ormond 
told Evelyn that ‘salmon were so plentiful in the 
Irish streams that they were hunted with dogs.” 
What with Scotch nets, stake nets, ‘bag nets, and 
crieve nets the supply of salmon was wonderfully di- 
minished. Three or four years since the Irish 
fisheries were unremunerative and well-nigh aban- 
doned. Those who sought for any reason but the 
right one, told us “it was the seals,” forgetful of the 
old fishers’ proverb, “the more seals the more 
salmon.” Others said that the increase of 
of steam traffic frightened away the fish, or that some 
unknown disease had thinned the salmon. The Com- 
missioners disregarded the explanations and wisely 
applied themselves to seek a remedy. They hit 
upon the right plan, and now the fisheries are pro- 
gressively improving, because the fishery fates are 
better observed, penalties for their violation are en- 
forced : and because the coast guards and constabu- 
lary aid in protecting the creature Which is at once 
a luxury to the rich, and a source of employment to 
thousands of the poor.

the former trial. He (Mr. Fitzgibbon) was instructed that 
Captain Whelan never knew who Mrs. Brennan was until 
he came to the house of her husband; and that upon him 
(the plaintiff) he had never rested his eyes until he 
arrived at his gate in March, 1858. He had never heard of 
him except in connection with the fires that had taken 
place. He (Mr. Fitzgibbon) would call the attention 
of the jury to the facts, as they had been proved by the 
plaintiff. He had sworn that his neighbourhood was 
remarkable for its tranquillity, and that all the residents 
were his friends, and would have been ready to render 
him any assistance whatever. He had proved that he 
had not the slightest ground for suspecting any of his 
servants as being the authors of the arsons. Counsel 
then referred to the unaccountable deaths of some of 
the plaintiff’s stock, and said that acting on the suppo- 
sition that !hey had been poisoned, he (plaintiff) took 
the steps which the acts of parliament entiled him to, 
in order to recover his loss off the county. In reference 
to that point it was stated that he could not have 
so acted for the purposes of profit, in as much 
as he alone claimed the sum paid by him for the horse 
—one of the stock which died. On the next day, ac- 
cording to the plaintiffs statement, a dog had died, in 
consequence of eating a portion of a donkey (a laugh). 
He (Mr. Fitzgibbon) believed there was but one kind 
of poison which affected the flesh of the animal 
which had been poisoned, and that was strych- 
nine. The plaintiff stated, that while at tea on 
a certain evening, a stack of corn was seen 
on fire, and an alarm having been immediately given, 
the neighbours crowded round the burning stack and 
extinguished it. It appeared that while they were en- 
gaged in putting out this fire, a second rick of hay was 
also sbserved to be ignited and burning. An immediate 
endeavour was used to extinguish this, but it was 
found to be in flames in such a manner as to 
baffle all efforts on the part of the crowd. It appeared 
that on the next day, after these occurrences, 
a gentleman accompanied by some other magistrates, 
came to the house of Mr. Brennan, and, having heard of 
the arsons, they considered it right to give information 
to the resident magistrate, and accordingly a messenger 
was despatched for Captain Whelan. Upon the 26th, 
a shed in which the plaintiff kept his cattle, situated 
next to the cow-house took fire, and was burned down. 
Upon the arrival of Captain Whelan, the series of ma- 
licious acts complained of commenced. He (Mr. Fitz- 
gibbon) might class these acts under two heads, and the 
first he would call “ Jokes.” The wisest writer except 
Solomon, that ever lived, was a great jester. Horace 
himself said:— 
“ Whenever we're lonely, why, laughter is best ; 
A man may discuss even truth with a jest.” 
(A laugh.) There had been jesters even on the Bench ; 
and he (Mr. Fitzgibbon) would very much like to see 
Lord Norbury brought before a jury for one of 
his many jokes. (A laugh.) One of the most cele- 
brated judges they had ever had, and who once sat in 
the place of the Lord Chief Baron, was a famous 
jester ;in fact, every day itsGuilliamore’s jokes(laughter). 
He (Mr. Fitzgibbon) did not wish the jury in the pre- 
sent case to mistake the object of his arguments ; he 
did not for a moment wish to convince them of the 
plaintiff’s guilt ; that point had been decided by his ac- 
quittal. . 
The learned Counsel then proceeded to recapitulat 
the facta, after which 
The defendant, Captain Whelan was examined by 
Mr. Richard Armstrong, Q.C. He deposed as follows :— 
An _ resident magistrate of the Queen’s County ; am 
stationed at Maryborough ; very often attend at Bally- 
brittas ; the first thing I heard of these fires was through 
the Head-constable, (Glynn,) who came to me on the 
morning ef the 26th ; he delivered a message from a Mr. 
Adair, and the other magistrates who were with him ; 
they said they were at Ballybrittas, at an investiga- 
tion which required my attendance;I arrived at 
the place at about 11 o'clock on the next day; 
I found Colonel Coote, Mr. Maillard, and Mr. 
Alloway there on my arrival ; these gentlemen were 
in Brennan’s house ; I was then informed by them that 
they had been investigating the circumstances attendant 
on the fires’; when I arrived, Mr. Brennan was about 
to enter into a detailed account of the fires, but I asked 
him “what caused them, sir?” He said, “I think they 
came from Heaven ;” I replied “I think they must have 
had some assistance from earth (a laugh); I do not 
think the plaintiff observed that he had seen fire fall 
from Heaven, in Africa. 
The direct examination of the Defendant was being 
proceeded with, when we went to press.

Mrs. C. (an English iady), having some time and 
money to spend for God, came over to Ireland in the 
spring of 1856, and spent the following summer and au- 
tumn in the town of Ballymena. She thought the people 
very cold and indifferent about religion, and many an 
evening came home to her lodgings much cast down, 
because of their spiritual deadness. She visited the 
poor in their cottages, and read the Scriptures to them, 
and prayed with them, but she could easily discern that 
in most cases they considered the time thus o-cupied as 
lost. Occasionally she called on the rich with the in- 
tention of speaking to them on personal religion, but 
they inclined to say little on that point, and often con- 
trived to change thesubject of conversation.

Her patience was greatly tried; but she per- 
severed and expected ablessing to follow her weak efforts. 
During the summer her friend Lieutenant A., a 
gentleman who gives his whole time and substance to 
the work of God, came over to Ballymena, and preached 
with great earnestness amongst them. He was favour- 
ably received by Presbyterian clergyman, but especially 
hy Mr. M. of Ballymena, who invited him to his Pulpit, 


preaching and her visitation then terminated in Novem- 
ber, 1856, when both left for England. I accompained 
them to the boats. Mrs. C. was in very low spirits, 
thinking that God had not acknowledged her anxious 
labours, but she knew not of one little seed she dropped 
a few days before she left Ballymena. She had some time 
previous been in the habit of visiting two ladies who 
liked to talk about religious matters, but especially 
delighted in controversial quabbles that never end 
with edification. One day November 3) she called 
upon them and found them engaged in a controversy 
about pre-ordination from will, &c., with a young man 
named J. M‘Q. Having listened to them for some time, 
she took the opportunity of impressing upon them the 
vbsurdity of such a discussion, and told them that she 
thought neither party had any higher object in view 
than to see who was the best at arguing.
